Mrs. Lennon began working on 


the file in the autumn of 1942. 
Today, the product of her indus- 
try occupies 44 library file draw- 
ers, estimated to hold 23,000 
cards and each refers to a Dixon 
or Lee county news item printed 
in the Evening Telegraph since 
1851. 


The cards are filrd under al- 


most 400 subject headings—85 of 
them dealing with World War II. 
You can locate any news, society 
or sports item appearing in the 
paper for the period Indexed to 
date.

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The file now includes the papers 


from 1851 to 1902, 1930, and from 
1939 to 1946. Mrs. Lennon says the 
break in continuity came when the 
library board decided Dixon's cen- 
tennial year and the war years 
should have a priority in the work. 


The files on World War n are a 


'special example of Mrs. Lennon's 
painstaking industry. They include 
notations on all local men who 
served the nation, along with their 
advancements, honors and casual- 
ties.

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Mrs. Lennon in the heroin* of 


the project. Her husband, a Dix- 
on banker for 40 years, held an 
intense interest in local history, 
and the interest proved to be in- 
fectious for Mrs. Lennon ac- 
quired a taste for it. Mr. Lennon 
served many years as vice pres- 
ident of the library board and 
member of the museum commit- 
tee 
for Loveland Community 


House. He died in 1942, and that 
fall the library board asked Mrs. 
Lennon if she would begin work 
on the index. It Has only after 
she had begun that she learned 
her husband, as wel! as the 
library board, long had hoped to 
accomplish the newspaper index. 
That information turned the work 
into a Tabor of love for Mrs. Len- 
non, and she's been at it since 
that time.

The job always has been on a 


part-time basis. Last year Mrs. 
Lennon spent 600 hours on the in- 
dex. She also is curator of the 
museum in the community house. 
Naturally, through the years, she 
has gained a solid education in 
Dixon history. She says, "There is 
so much about this that seems so 
important, and. as time goes on, 
it becomes more so." 


Her greatest reward, Mrs. Len- 


non says, comes when she sees 
her file put to use. Many local 
attorneys use it to establish 
points of 'information for their 
legal cases; ex-servicemen veri- 
fy dates of their service; junior* 
historians find sources for their 
projects and high school students 
and civics' class members seek 
material for term papers. A 
young couple used the file to 
verify the issuance of the mar- 
riage license, and others have 
located obituaries for informa- 
tion to settle estates.

abductors in the "Case of the Kidnaped Twin," split up today—police 
said one confessed and blamed the other, who denied some of the story 
but essentially wouldn't talk. 


The victim, short, round-faced 


Leonard Moskovitz, 36, was res 
cued unharmed Tuesday morning 
after 2^ days of captivity. No ran- 
som was paid despite demands of 
first $500,000 and then $300,000. 


Under California's "Little Lind- 


bergh Law," kidnapping with bod- 
ily harm carries a maximum pen- 
alty of death and a minimum of 
life without parole. Kidnaping with- 
out harm carries a penalty'of life 
with the possibility of parole. 


Jury's Decision 


Moskovitz said he was not in- 


jured, but Dist. Atty. Thomas 
Lynch told, newsmen the interpre- 
tation of bodily harm is up to a 
jury. Moskovitz was bound and 
shackled during most of his im- 
prisonment. 


Joseph William Lear, 43, of Sac- 


ramento, Calif., was caught in a 
telephone booth making a ransom 
call to the victim's identical twin, 
Alfred. 


Police said Lear led them to a 


rented house, where a stocking- 
foot raiding party broke in, res- 
cued Moskovitz and arrested 57- 


year-old Harold Jackson of Sacra 
mento as he stood in his shorts. 


News Blackout 


At police request, all news out 


lets had voluntarily held back the 
story until Moskovitz was safe. 


Police said Lear, a hearing aic 


salesman, made a complete con- 
fession after he and Jackson had 
been booked on suspicions of kid- 
napirig. 


Chief Homicide Inspector Frank 


Ahern said Lear related: 


Lear had believed he was work- 


ing with Jackson on a detective 
case until Moskovitz was bundled 
into a house rented by Jackson and 
threatened with death unless Mos- 
kovitz family paid $500,000 ransom. 


Lear followed Jackson's lead 


from fear. 


Moskovitz himself said Lear 


kept muttering " 'Didn't know it 
was to be this kind of a job or I 
wouldn't have gone into it.' " 


Questions Story 


Ahern questioned Lear's story of 


being duped into the kidnaping. He 
said Lear and Jackson bought

Asked For Hearing 


Corbly said DAV asked for the 


congressional hearing because he 
contended the New Tork group did 
not give it a "decent opportunity 
to refuse the misinformation which 
was presented ... to the public as 
so-called facts." 


The New York legislative com- 


mittee heard testimony that the 
DAV used none of 31 million dol- 
lars it collected* from miniature 
auto tag tales at payments to 
needy veterans. 


Corbly said the organisation did 


not claim to make such payments. 
He said testimony given to the 
New York committee by its own 
counsel, George Kerner, shows 1U 
"utter ignorance of the basic prin- 
ciples of rehabilitation."

Red Radio Protests 
Turnover; Most to 
Join Formosa Forces 
PANMUNJOM, Thursday 


(IP)—India completed early 
today the historic turnover of 
21,809 anti-Red prisoners to 
the U. N. command as North 
Korean broadcasts declared 
the action "destroys the 
armistice." 


The last prisoner, a Chinese, was 


turned over at 12:55 a .m. (9:55 
a.m. Wednesday CST) at the end 
of a surprisingly smooth operation 
during which the North Korean and 
Chinese captives often sang and 
cheered in the rain and mud. 


14,227 Chinese 


The Indian command announced 


that 14,227 Chinese and 7.582 North 
Koreans were turned out of the 
compounds at Panmunjom, ending 
more than three years of captivity 
for many of them. 


The Indians said 72 Chinese and 


32 North Koreans asked to go 
home or to a neutral country dur- 
ing the operation, which began 
Wednesday morning. 


The Communists, who had pro- 


tested the turnover plans bitterly, 
made no threaening gestures as- 
the, prisoners streamed southward. 


The U. N. command has prom- 


ised all of the prisoners their free- 
dom at midnight Friday. 


Red China's Peiping radio Wed- 


nesday night repeated its warning 
that' "any unilateral action with 
regard to the prisoners of war is 
absolutely impermissible." But tho 
warning was mildly worded and 
officials said the Reds apparently 
had accepted the Indian com- 
mand's decision to return unre- 
patnated prisoners as an accom- 
plished fact. 


Reds Refuse 


A handful of American, British 


and South Korean prisoners who 
chose to stay with the Communists 
remained jn their neutral zone 
compound. The Indians planned to 
turn them back to the Communists, 
but the Reds refused to take them. 


In Taipeh, Chinese Nationalists 


ivere jubilant after hearing the re- 
lease had begun. Formosa's big- 
gest celebration in years is planned 
for the day the POWs begin land- 
•ng. 


Nationalist sources said the pris- 


oners will be held in special vil- 
ages for re-education and then will 
be given a choice of civilian hfa 
or joining Nationalist 
military 


forces.

countant testified at a fraud trial 
he and members of his family in- 
vested a total of $160,000 in a Mis- 
sissippi 
oil 
well promoted 
by 


George F. Vasen of suburban Oak 
Park. 


Irving Rothbart said he per- 


suaded Vasen to let him invest 
$6,000 in 1948 after overhearing 
conveisations about the well be- 
tween Vasen and Paul Platt, own- 
er of a luggage firm whose books 
Rothbart was accounting. 


Vasen is on trial in U.S. District 


Court on charges of mail fraud and 
violation of Securities and Ex- 
change Commission regulations. 
The government 
alleges 
Vasen 


swindled aoout 300 investors out of 
almost two million dollars. 


Rothbart testified he gave Vas- 


en more money m 1949, and at one 
time was told the well would be 
brought in the next day. Later, he 
said, Rothbart told a meeting of 
about 100 investors in Chicago 
that "We've had a little tough 
luck" and that drilling would have 
to be continued. 


Several months later, Rothbart 


testified, Vasen again faced in- 
vestois. told them the SEC was 
about to investigate, and said: 


"We cannot afford an SEC In- 


ouiry now. They would force us to 
register our securities and the 
whole world would then know what 
WP have " 


Rohtbart said he later pave Vas- 


en $15,000, which he said Vasen 
took on a "personal loan basis" 
although telling him it would go 
into the oil well.

to let a Minnesota exporter ship 
surplus American butter to Rus- 
sia.

nounced Tuesday night that Weeks 
had 
formally denied an

license to Dwayne Andreas of the 
Honeymead Co , Mankato, Minn. 
The department gave no further 
details on Weeks's action. 


The secretary told newsmen last 


Friday he would not approve a 
license to permit shipment of but- 
ter to Russia at a cost "consider- 
ably lower" than prices paid by 
American housewives. 


Andreas had mentioned an offer 


to pay about SO cents a pound for 
a large stock of surplus butter 
held by the government under the 
price support program. The gov- 
ernment paid dairymen about 65 
cents a pound. In Washington, 
househoders pay 73-75 cents a 
pound. 
French Claim 
Victory in 
Indochina 


SAIGON, Indochina (IP) — The 


aFrench announced today they have 
retaken the key M e k o n g river 
port of Thakhek, evacuated by the 
French almost a month ago when 
the Communist-led Vietmmh thrust 
came after tank-led French forces 
drove to within six miles of the 
border town in a sweep aimed at 
recovering central Laotian terri- 
tory from the rebels. 


The Vietminh apparently never 


occupied Thakhek, although they 
surrounded the t o w n and estab- 
lished positions north and south of 
it, posing a threat to neighboring 
Thailand across the Mekong. The 
Fiench said reports from Thakhek 
spoke of "only a few light clashes 
with no losses to our side." 


The Vietminh drove the French 


from the t o w n and surrounding 
area in a surprise drive just before 
Christmas that split Indochina in 
two.

border town in a sweep aimed at 
recovering central Laotian terri- 
tory from the rebels.

Congress Should Face Up to Ike's 


Farm-Problem Plan 


By any realistic election-year measure. President Eisen- 


hower's farm program embodying the principle of flexible 
price supports has very little prospect of approval. 


The existing policy of high, rigid farm price supports is 


obviously an unsatisfactory solution to the agricultural prob- 
lem. Most farmers themselves will admit that, privately, if 
not otherwise. 
The outstanding feature of present law is that it encour- 


ages farmers to produce, not for the market, but for storage. 
Government warehouses are bulging with a variety of com- 
modities taken off farmers' hands in keeping with the sup- 
port program. These surpluses constitute a travesty on eco- 
nomic planning. 
Yet many years of operating under the high, fixed sup- 


port arrangement have led most farmers to identify this 
plan tightly with their personal well-being. With all its 
faults, they prefer it to some other, untried system—what- 
ever its advertised virtues for them and the general public. 
*

Politicians understand this mood, indeed, often seem to 


encourage it. So it would be the height of folly to expect 
congress in an election year to risk the political peril inherent 
in any new farm policy. 


At the very best, one might hope for some kind of com- 


promise that might continue rigid supports for a time but 
lead gradually into a more discriminating flexible system at a 
future date. 


After all, Mr. Eisenhower's administration has given a 


year's intensive study to the farm problem, and has emerged 
with a detaile<^ program drafted scrupulously—crop by crop 
—to provide a saner result for all concerned. It would seem 
a great pity for all this intelligent effort to be wasted simply 
because congress has the standard, election-year trembles. 


Whether or not Mr. Eisenhower's flexible plan makes 


any headway, congress will find itself virtually compelled 
to attend to one part of the president's farm program: the 
disposition of huge surpluses now accumulating.

The president is firmly opposed to destroying any food 


or fiber. Likewise he understands the danger to world trade 
relationships that would lie in any wholesale dumping of 
stored products. Thus he proposes 'that these pile-ups some- 


t how be "insulated" from normal channels of distribution. 


Translated into plain English, that seems ,to mean dis- 


posing of stocks of butter, eggs, grain and cotton by extra- 
ordinary devices unrelated to regular trading. These could 
include use of food in disaster relief here and abroad, in 
school lunch programs, and the like. Some materials could 
be stockpiled for war or other emergency. And some could 
be carefully applied to programs of foreign aid, especially in 
underprivileged lands. 


If the congress would grapple with even this much of 


the president's carefully wrought program, we could take 
it as a sign that America's politicians have realized at last 
that they cannot forever run away from their fundamental 
problems. And we could hope that in another year—free 
of the voter's hot breath—they might get to the heart of the 
matter.

Winter National Tournament, re- 
cently conducted in Dallas by the 
American Contract Bridge League, 
was played by John R. Crawford, 
of Philadelphia, in the open team 
event, which his team won.

Crawford next 
led the queen of spades from his 
hand, and let It ride for a finesse. 


East won with his singleton king 


of spades and returned a club, 
since he was quite pleased with 
that suit. West was allowed to hold 
the second round of clubs with his 
jack, and he promptly led the suit 


over long-standing and high controversial foreign policy 
issues-should be a major objective for Republican leaders 
in this session of Congress. 


New foreign trade policy, the Bricker amendment, ex- 


tension of mutual security and foreign aid programs and 
proposals for joint U. S.-Canadian development of the St. 
Lawrence seaway, are major matters over which knock- 
down, drag-out fights could arise. 


Congress extended the old, reciprocal-trade agree- 


ments program until June 12, 1954. Before that time, 
President Eisenhower's commission on foreign-trade pol- 
icy, headed by Clarence M. Randall, must make its re- 
port and the Congress must act on it. Long hearings and 
hot debate are in prospect, as this involves the tariff fight 
that has been a bitter political issue for over 100 years. 


Ohio Sen. John W. Bricker's proposed constitutional 


amendment to define the President's power to make 
treaties and executive agreements binding on the U. S. 
is a highly emotional subject. 


The original Bricker amendment would practically 


have given the individual states a veto over the Presi- 
dent's treaty-making powers. 
As modified by Senate 


committee and as it now stands the Bricker amendment 
would not contain this restriction, but it would require 
legislation by Congress to make the provisions of any 
treaty effective as U. S. law. President Eisenhower, 


Secretary of State Dulles and Attorney General Brownell 
all oppose the amendment.

ANOTHER BILL MERELY RESTATES PRESENT LAW 


Sen. Wnliam F. Knowland of California has intro- 


duced a substitute amendment which merely restates 
present law. 
It has the approval of President Eisen- 


hower, but not Senator Bricker. 


President Eisenhower's recommendations on the size 


of the continuing foreign aid and mutual security pro- 
grams are being saved for his messages to the new ses- 
sion of Congress. 


Secretary Dulles has said these programs must go 


on. 
Foreign Operations Administrator Harold Stassen 


has said they can be reduced by a billion dollars or so 
from this year's $4.5 billion. 
But there is considerable 


sentiment in Congress to cut it further. 


Another showdown' which the Congress hopes it can 


avoid, is over the Foreign Operations amendment by Rep. 
James P. Richards (D.-S.C. t which would require that 
half of the European arms aid must go to building forces. 


The St. Lawrence seaway matter has been kicked 


around in Congress for years in a game of conflicting 
local and business interests. Final approval is still un- 
certain 


Ratification of the Mutual Defense treaty with Korea 


is a major matter for Senate consideration. Treaty was 
signed Aug. 7, 1953. Status of peace-treaty negotiations, 
the conduct of South Korean President Syngman Rhee's 


government, or a new outbreak of hostilities could all 
have bearing on final Senate action. 


Legislation is required to implement a new interna- 


tional copyright convention with 40 nations. The con- 
vention can't be ratified until corresponding changes have 
been made in U. S. law. There's a legislative jam over 
which will be done first.

BILLS TO CURTAIN IMPORT OF BOOKS PENDING 


In connection with this, bills have been pending in 


Congress for two years to restrict imports into the U. S. 
of books printed in English in other countries. This mat- 
ter was given no attention by the last session of Congress. 


Ratification of the North American regional broadcast 


agreement is another sticker. Canada, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic and United Kingdom, acting for the Bahama 
Islands, are involved. 
U. S. broadcasters now having 


clear channels are fighting allocation of these channels 
for use in the other countries. 


Something will have to be done to reconstitute the 


International Claims Commission. It was created to han- 
dle claims of U. S. citizens for property seized under na- 
tionalization laws of foreign countries.

SPRINGFIELD, HI. <*—The Illinois Supreme court today reaffirmed 


a Sept. 24 decision upholding suspension of habitual truck overweight 
violator! from the highways but making an exception of interstate 
haulers. 


The court said again the 1951 


state law providing for withdrawal 
of road privileges was in the main 
constitutional. 


However, in an opinion written 


by Chief Justice Walter V. Schae- 
fer, the tribunal -added: 


"The statute is invalid to the 


extent that it provides for suspen- 
sion of the right to engage in ;n- 
terstatc commerce upon the high- 
ways of this state."

Rise in Profits, Resources

NEW YORK (*)— Eighteen bil- 


lion-dollar banks in the nation re- 
port total resources and earnings 
rose in 1953. 


But 13 of them report total de- 


posits slipped a little from former 
record highs. The 18, however, 
hold about one-fourth of the na- 
tion's total bank deposits. 


Each of the 18 banking giants 


has both deposits and resources in 
excess of one billion dollars. 


The top bank in both categories 


is the Bank of America National 
Trust & Savings Assn., San Fran- 
cisco. Its resources and deposits 
are each around the eight 'billion 
dollar figure.

For most banks earnings were 


up in 1953, even if total deposits 
slipped a little. This was because 
the total of bank loans was higher; 
and because interest rates on these 
loans were mostly higher, too.

Bank statements of the 18 giants 


show they are no exception. Oper- 
ating earnings of the Bank of 
America rose 10 per cent in 1953, 
and the National City Bank of New 
York, the second largest in the 
nation, reports a gain of 9 per 
cent. 


These could well prove to be 


above the average for the nation 
as a whole, when all bank earnings 
statements are in and tabulated. 
The latest available figures show 
the Federal Reserve Board report- 
ing that its 6,800 member banks 
earned about 5 per cent more in 
the fust half of 1953 than in the 
similar period the year before. The 
six-month profits after taxes total- 
led around 436 million dollars, the 
board reports. Before taxes, the 
earnings gain was 16 per cent.
